After keeping an all night visti at 
his wife’s grave, Frederick Marx, 60 
years old, of 3520 Hartford street, shot 
and killed himself in St. Mark’s Cem- 
etery, Gravois and Bates avenues, at 
dawn Friday. 

His body was found by Charles Wol- 
ters, sexton of the cemetery. 

Marx shot himself with two revolvers 
at the same time. A weapon was 
tightly clasped in each hand and there 
was a bullet wound on each side of 
his head. 

Mrs. Marx died Sept. 23. Since then 
ber husband was a daily visitor at her 
grave and he frequently remained 
there all night. 

Makes Last Payment on Lot. 

Thursday afternoon he went to the 
cemetery and made the final payment 
on the family burial lot. 

At dusk Wolters saw Marx kneeling 
beside his_wife’s grave. He says that 
at daybreak Friday he heard two shots, 
but thought they were fired by a hunt- 
er. 

When he made his rounds an hour 
later he found Marx lying dead near 
his. wife’s grave. 

In a pocket was found a note which 
told of his affection for his: wife and 
his unwillingness to live without her. 
It was addressed to his daughter and 
read: 

“My child Bertie—I leved your 
mamma so dearly. It is impossible for 
me to continue to live. God bless you. 
Remain a good child, as, you have al- 
ways done. Your loving father.” 

Note to Undertaker. 

A note to John P. Murrell, 
taker, read: 

“Place my coffin alongside my dear. 
wife. Use a casket of the cheapest

Marx said nothing to Wolters to indi- 
cate his intention to commit suicide, 
but the sexton says that Marx was fr- 
quently overcome by paroxysms of 
grief when kneeling at his wife’s grave.

The Post-Dispatch herewith presents 
to St. Louis voters the records of the 
Democratic and Republican candidates 
for city offices and for the Legislature 
from districts included within the city: 

CIRCUIT CLERK. 

Charies R. Graves, Republican. Is 
the incumbent, having been appointed 
by Gov. Hadley to succeed Frederick 
H. Kreismann when he was elected 
Mayor in 1909. Graves was once secre- 


jtary of the City Council and later was 


secretary of the Republican Siate 
League. He is indorsed in a petition 
signed by 296 practicing attorneys for 
the business-like way in which the office 
has been conducted. Particular mention 
le made of the fact that he has made 
many improvements to facilitate busi- 
ness, and that a complete system for 
filling and preserving public documents 
has been installed. Lawyers say that 
under his system for letting contracts 
for supplies fully 2 per cent of the 
former cost is saved. 

Marcus Bernheimer, Democrat. Is 
a retired miller. He was a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Mayor in 1892, but was defeated by 
James Bannerman. Walbridge, a Repub- 
lican, defeated Bannerman in the elec; 
tion. Bernheimer has not been active 
in politics since that time, .though he 
has contributed to the support of the 
Democratic ticket in all campaigns. 

Bernheimer represents a high type of 
citizenship, and his candidacy has the 
support of a number of the feading 
business men of both parties. That he 
would administer the circuit clerkship 
in an efficient and business-like way is 
unquestioned.

Casper J. Wolf, Democrat, Is now 
City Jailer.

Moroney was a 8a- 
loonkeeper until his license was revoked 
by the Excise Cofnmissioner on evidence 
showing that fie conducted a disorder- 
ly place. He was a member of the 
Legislature 'n 1907 and lobbied there for 
police and other legislation. He voted 
against the public utilities bill. 

Arthur D. Mattfeldt, Arthur Kra- 
mer and Harry V. English, Republicans. 
Had no opposition in the primary and 
have no political records. English has 
served as eiection judge in the old Fif* 
teenth Ward, where he was attacked by 

repeaters and badly beaten because he 
insisted on a policeman arresting them 
when they attempted to vote a second 
time.

Oliver K. Clay, a lawyer, and 
Jeremiah Concannon, real estate dealer, 
and James W. Selsor, a woodworker, 
Democrats. Had no opposition in the 
primary an4d have no political records.

Wahlbrink is a contractor and was a 
member of the 1909 Legislature. He cp- 
posed bills intended to regulate sa- 
loons, and was frequently absent’on roll 
call when important measures were up 
for passage Metzger is a bartender.

Is a 
solicitor and has no political record.

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_ Davia R. Francis, in the opening 
speeches of his senatorial campaign in 


St. Louis Thursday night, tald stress 
on the fact that all the United States 


Senators frm Missouri for a genera- 
tion past had come from the western 
_ ‘part of the State. He argued that it 
was time to elect one from the eastern 
part. ; +. 

In speeches at Hibernian Hall and 
Bellevue Hall, following a_ talk to 100 
precinct wo:kers at his home, Francis 
discussed the tariff, privileged classes, 
especial interests, predatory wealth, and, 
when an especially earnest member of 
the audience insisted on it, prohibi- 
tion. | 

“What abvut prohibition?’ shouted a 
man soon after the beginning of the Hi- 
bernian Hall speech The candidate 
went on talking without giving an an- 
swer, whils the chairman beckoned 
warningly at the interrupter 
- “What do you know about prohibi- 
Yon?” shouted the man a few minutes 
later. 

This time Francis stopped. “I know,” 
he said, looking toward the man, “that 
it is going to be defeated by not less 
than 100,00) majority.” 

The precinct workers of the West End 
wards, led by Ralph Coale, lined up at 
8 p. m., at Olive street and Newstead 
avente, and marched. to the Francis 
home on Maryland avenue. Francis 
appeared on the steps as the drum 
corps approached, and after the reading 
of resolutions by Coale, he addressed 
them as his neighbors. 

Talks of Attacks. 

The resolutions referred to the fact 

that it had’ been 38 years since a Sena‘or 
Was sent to Washington from the east- 
ern half of Missouri. Francis enlarged 
on this point, then said: 
*“I have said repeatedly during this 
campaign that if my withdrawal from 
this contest would help to redeem the 
State from Republican rule, I would not 
hesitate a moment to withdraw. 

“But I have been sorely tempted ‘to 

* ‘give notice to the insinuations and in- 
uendoes that have been aimed at me. 
Triends in the last few days—in fact, 
in the last 10 hours—have persuaded me, 
at ledst for tonight, to restrain myself 
from striking back at those who have 
attacked me, 

“But I cannot always be expected to 
turn one cheek when the other is smit- 
ten. That has not been my training, 
and it is not my instinct A man wio 
thas been honored by the people ought 
to preserve the dignity of the positions 
he has held, and you who know me rea- 
lize that it Is for that reason, and rot 
because I did not want to strike back, 
that I have refrained from doing so.”

Assistant Circuit Attorney Rudolph 
will introduce one set of witnesses 
in retiuttal to offset the testimony of 
insanity witnesses who are testifying 
for the defense. 

Auerswald, apparently while known 
to some of his fellow clerks as Eddie 
the Nut, was so wise that others call- 
ed him Eddie the Fox, according to 
information obtained by the prose- 
cution, 

The third day of Auerswald’s trial 
for killing George Delano, a waiter, 
in a chile con carne restaurant, open- 


jed Friday with the hearing of addi- 


ilonal witnesses who testified that in 
their opinion Auerswald was not men- 
tally strong. 

Was in Sanitarium. 

Testimony Thursday afternoon de- 
veloped the fact that Auerswald at 
one time was treated in a sanitarium 
for brain trouble. 

The killing of De Lano followed the 
ejection of Auerswald from the res- 
taurant when he became boisterous 
because the waiter was slow in fill- 
ing his order. The shooting occurred 
on the night of Aug. 11. 

Among the witnesses who testified 
Thursday were Francis Bell ang Wil- 
liam J. Tobin, clerks in the offices of 
the Wabash Railroad, who stated 
that Auerswald, while he was em- 
Ployed in their department, was 
known ‘as “Eddie, the Nut;” Mrs. Jo- 
seph Bierman of 3661 Shenandoah 
avénue, sister of the defendant, who

stigma of a term served in Sing Sing 
for a crime he says he never commit- 
ted, Louls Goldstein, of 152) Frank- 
lin avenue, St. Louis, tried to kill him- 
self last evening by drinking creolin 
on a Second avenue L train.

Letter Tells of Despair.

‘I have been accused and sentenced 
for a crime which I never committed. I 
have served 9 long time in state prison, 
of which the time expired a few days 
ago. I came to New York with a brok- 
en heart, friendless, not even a friend 
to whom I could confide my troubles 
and the cruel, inhuman misjudgmeni of 
society. It was impossible for me to 
find employment. Whenever and wher- 
ever I seek for a position it seemed to 
me that they knew my past. 

“Now, my good people of society, did

“This is a very bad world. The world 
is surrounded with beasts and those who 
are not will turn beasts.

“I belong to the weaker class. My dis- 
position will not allow me to rob others 
of their daily bread and I cannot see 
others getting robbed, therefore I have 
reason to leave this barbarous world, 
which is full of sorrow, poverty and mis- 
eries. 

‘IT am not in a spell of insanity. I am

Baseball Slows the Fast Boys. 
RANKIE CORNET, the clever St. 
Louis sprinter pow at Cornell, may 
have aroused some curiosity on the 
part of thoxe who read his statement 
that “Tex” Ramsdell would be 
“through,” as a sprinter, after playing 
football thig season Yet it is a known 
fact that mature men who take up foot- 
ball are slowed up at least one-fourth 
of a second in the “hundred” by the 
wear and tear due to football. The sud- 
den changes of direction in dodging, 
quick halts, and other strains experi- 
enced in the college game, weaken the 
resiliency of the muscles, 

Perhaps the same idea may be applied 
to baseball. It would account in some 
measure for the early loss of speed by 
baseball men. There is little straight- 
away running in the national game. 
It is a succession of strains encountered 
in quick starting and -violent stopping. 
Even when the running is more pro- 
longed there is a terrffic stress on the 
right leg in turning the bases that can 
do the delicete muscles but little good. 

Certainly the. wear and tear is greater 
than in &traight sprinting or distance 
runfings where the turns, if there be 
avy, are so gradual as not to be no- 
ticed.

It 
forced the opposition to incur penalties 
for using their hands on a foe who did 
not have the ball; it also created con- 
fusion in regard to the exact locality of 
the coveted leather. 

Haughton Gets Evén. 

Harvard heard of the trick and warned 
the Dartmouth coach not to appear in 
any such costume. But as there was no 
rule to prevent the Dartmouth men, 
they failed to abide the wishes of Coach 
Haughten, in this respect. 

Now there is no rule as to the legal 
color of the fooiball. So old fox Haugh- 
ton nullified all Dartmouth’s work by 
bringing on the field a ball painted red, 
just the color of the Harvard jerseys 
and consequently indistinguishable ex- 
cept at very close range. This helped 
Harvard and ruined the “strategy of* 
Dartmouth men. In spite of all protests 


the game was legally played with the 
red ball.

A kicker of more than average abi! 
ity has always been an asset to a 
football team, but the new rules 
have placed a greater premium on 
kicking in all its phases. In the old 
days a team could win a champion- 
ship match, in spite of the fact that 
it could not count on any advantage 
over its opponent in this department 
of the game. This is no longer true 
A drop kicker in the old days made 
his team more dangerous, but this 
method of attack was comparatively 
seldom resorted to, for when there 
were only five yards, to gain and 
tackle back was allowed, a team 
felt as though it were acknowledging 
its opponents’ superiority in attempt- 
ing this method of scoring. A drop 
kick was a last resort when all else 
had failed, or when time was up and 
this was the one practical play. 

The rules which have been adpoted 
this year prevent a runner from as-

“Weak Sisters” Won't Do. 

The opportunity is often most nerve 
racking, for upon that kick everything 
jepends, and the individual bears the 
criticism, which is not tr of a fail- 
ure to score by rushing the ball. In 
this instance the team collectively is 
criticised. Experience is what the 
player needs in the preliminary games, 
so that when the crisis comes (it is 
sure to come this year), and the re- 
sponsibility of spelling ‘‘victory” or 
‘defeat’’ in the next few seconds of 
play is staring him in the face, he 
will do wha. he has set before him 
with calmness and confidence. A play- 
er to kick effectively under pressure 
must be cool and deliberate. It is nec- 
essary that he decide instantly and 
act decisively. To ert is fatal, for the 
kick must be gotten off in 21-5 sec- 
onds from the time the center starts 
the ball in motion. Success involves 
getting the kick away as well as it 
does distance and accuracy. A block 
kick ‘has resulted in defeat many times 
when a successful performance would 
have meant the winning. 


Victory Turned Into Defeat. 

One has only to recall such instances 
as Princeton’s victory. over Yale, a 
few years ago, when De Witt broke 
through the Blue line, blocked Yale's 
kick and, recovering it, ran for a 
touchdown. In 196 Wendell’s long run 
when West Point, in the last minute of 
play, with the score Harvard 0, West 
Point 0,-tried a field goal. Wendell 
broke through the Army line, blocked 
the kick and ran the length of the 
field for the only score of the game. 
last Saturday was much the same—the 
story Of the blocked kick. 

There are many instances when a 
team is “in the hole” and a success- 
ful kick will pull them out. A ‘player 
often accepts great responsibility 
standing back of his own goal line 
in the last minutes of play, when the 
score Stands 0-0 and he must kick out 
of danger. A blocked kick here means 
invariably the loss of the game, for 
sew offensive side rarely recovers the 
all.
